Old­ 
fashioned underwear of this sort 
that may be packed away in your 
trunks will be welcome.

In response to requests for informa­ 
tion received from many citizens of this 
community, A. F. Mitchell, chairman of 
the local chapter of the Greek W ar Re­ 
lief Association, has made public a list of 
the types of garments most urgently 
needed by the people of Greece. 


The local Greek War Relief Associa­ 
tion is cooperating in a national effort to 
collect 20,000,000 items of clothing and 
bedclothing for the famine-ridden popu­ 
lation of Greece. Types of clothing for 
which the need is greatest are: 


1. Wool suits for men, women and 
children. 


2. Coats, 
jackets, 
skirts, 
separate 
trousers. 


3. Knitted underwear, cotton or wool, 
in all sizes from infants to adults. 


4. Sweaters: 
Pullovers, 
cardigans, 
vests, sacques. 


5. Dresses of wool, cotton, silk or ray­ 
on. These must be plain; no fancy 
or elaborate clothes are needed. 


6: All types of practical clothes for 
children, especially corduroys, cot­ 
ton knit shirts, underclothes, sim­ 
ple little suits, dresses and coats. 


7. Men’s shirts. 


8. Shoes in good condition. 


9. Blankets, towels, sheets and pil­ 
low slips. 


IO. Woolen underwear. The peasants 
in the mountains are used to wear­ 
ing long woolen underwear. Old­ 
fashioned underwear of this sort 
that may be packed away in your 
trunks will be welcome.
